THE SUBSIDY BILL. 

General Joe Wheeler, of Alabama,. con- 
gressman from the Sheffield district, says if 
the shipping subsidy bill passes, it will cost 
our government within ten years $100,000,000 
a year, After that time it will run upto two 
or three times that amount.

An Addition to the White House. 

If Mr. Harrison has been a total failure as 
president, Mrs. Harrison has demonstrated 
that she is an eminently practical woman. 
Since she has occupied the white house the 
improvements that have been mado are strik- 
ing. Fresh coats of paint have been put every- 
where, the walls and ceilings have been decor- 
ated and the building has a much neater ap- 
pearance than it once bore. These improve- 
ments, of course, cost a large amount of 
money, and it was unly upon Mrs, Harrison’s 
personal solicitation thatthe house appropria- 
tion committee provided for them. 
Heretofore neither the presidents nor 
their wives have made recommendations 
for improving the white house and it seems 
congress has never thought of it. Indeed, the 
unsightly, unkept and unhealthy condition of 
the white house is an old story. 

Mrs. Harrison will, however, not stop with 
slight renovations. She wants the old house 
enlarged—increased to thrice its present size— 
and she has employed an architect who has 
drawn plans upon her suggestions. The plans 
provide for two wings extending from the 
east and west ends back towards the Potomac. 
Each of these wings will be about the size of 
the present building. Thenintherear form- 
ing the last side of the square isto be an im- 
mense conservatory. 

Mrs. Harrison will urge it upon the next 
congress to make an appropriation sufticiently 
large to carry out the work, It will take per- 
haps four years to complete it. 

Senators Want More Pay. 

In view of the fact that fully two-thirds of 
the senators have relatives as their private 
secretaries, drawing from the government $6 
per day, representatives think it comes with 
rather bad grace from these statesmen to insist 
on having the salaries of their secretaries made 


' annual instead of for the sessions as they are 


at present. The senators want the salaries of 
their secretaries fixed at $2,000 a year. The 
house refuses to allow this, amd consequently 
there is a fight. Itcomesup every year, and 
heretofore the house has always won. The 
house representatives say they would not 
object if the senators paid the 
money to -men employed for the actual 
duties of the secretaries, but as it now is fully 
two-thirds of the senators have wives, sons, 
daughters or near relatives on the pay-rol!, 
and in many of these cases the sons or daagh- 
ters are notevenin Washington. The house 
thinks the present pay amply sufficient for a 
majority of the secretaries, although there are 
some who deserves more.

DEMPSEY WAS LICKED. 


JACK KNOCKED OUT IN TAR THIR- 
TEENTH ROUND. 


THE GREAT FIGHT IN NEW ORLEANS, 


Description of the Accommodations for the 
Pugilistse—Their Entry Into the King 
and the Fight in Detail. 


New OR.EANs, January 14.—[Special.]— 
The fight before the Olympic club tonight 
between Jack Dempsey, of New York, the 
champion middle-weight of the country, and 
Bob Fitzsimmons, of New Zealand, was the 
grandest battle of, its kind ever fought in 
New Orleans, and proclaims Fitzsimmons 
the champion of the country, and the 
finest middle-weight it has ever known. 

The fight took place inthe hall of the 
Olympic club. 

There were seats for between four and five 


thousand people and every one was occupied... 


Ex-Mayor Guillotte greeted the crowd in 


a few words and introduced Colonel Aleck , 


Brewster; of New Orleans, as referee. 


At 9:15 p. m., the two menentered the ring. 
Fitsimmons accompanied by Jimmie Carroll, 


as his second,and Dempsey by Jack Me- , 


Auliffe. 

The men were weighed, when it was 
found that Fitzsimmons weighed 1504 and 
Dempsey 147%. 

The referee called time, and the two 
men went at wach other. It was evi- 
dent from the start that Fitzsim- 
mons was the better man. 
He led the fight from the beginning and. 
kept in the lead , to the end. He showed 
himself a wonderful two-hander, hitting 
equally with both hands very scientific, and 
with plenty of wind. ) 

He poured in heavy blows on Dempsey 
and the latter tried to avoid them by re- 


treating around the ring, but he could ‘not | 


get away from Fitzsimmons’s terrible blows. 

The latter got in at least four blows for 
every one that reached him, and managed 
to punish Dempsey severely, particularly 
about the face, breaking his nose and 
more or less injuring his eyes. 

The first six rounds were much alike. In all 
of them Fitzsimmons got the better. 

Dempsey’s face was very bloody, and he 
looked groggy and weak, and all tho sport- 
ing men agreed that he was beaten. 

In the eighth round Fitzsimmons got the first 
knock-down, and in the next round knocked 
Dempsey down twice, with blows in the face. 

Dempsey’s second staggered by the blows, 
and althongh he got to his feet, he seemed 
blinded, and struck wildly, none of his 
blows reaching the New Zealander. 

In the tenth round Fitzsimmons got in 
another knock-down blow, and it looked as 
though Dempsey was out of the fight, for 
he could not rise again. 


The calling of time rattled him, and he’ 


staggered through the eleventh round, without 
a knock-down, butin the next it was all up 


with him. 
Fitzsimmons knocked him down time 


and again, and he had just enough strength 
to stagger up. 

Again Fitzsimmons begged Dempsey to 
give up, and the latter’s second (McAuliffe) 
threw up the sponge, but Dempsey re- 
fused to surrender, saying that he would 
fight until he was knocked out. 


He entered the ring in the thirteenth | 


and last round scarcely able to stand, and 
was promptly knocked down by Fitzsim- 
mons. 

He tried to rise, but fell back insensible, 
and lay there half a minute. 

The crowd jumped over the ropes, and 
cheered Fitzsimmons as victor. 

Dempsey recovered at the end of a half 
minute, and wanted to continue the fight, 
but the referee decided in favor of Fitz- 
simmons. 

Dempsey was badly punished, his eye 
nearly closed, his nose broken and he was 
otherwise bruised about the face. 

Fitzsimmons was almost as fresh as when 
he entered the ring, and could easily have 
gone through another fight. 

The fight lasted fifty-one minutes, 
and was hot from the start to the 
finish. The universal opinion of all the sport- 
ing men present is that Fitzsimmons is re- 
ally the wonder he has been called, and the 
best middle weight the country had’ ever 
known. 

Some $125,000 changed hands on tho fight. 
The northern contingent lose heavily, while 
the New Orleans sports, who generally backed 
Fitzsimmons, rake in a nice share of the 


money. 
Associated Press Account. 

New ORLEANS, January 14.—Arrangements 
fora fight could hardly be better. In the 
main building of the club the principals had a 
room each, far from the crowding curious mass 
below and distant from each other. Box- 
holders were admitted through the clubhouse; 
general ticket-holders through «a gate on 
another street. There were half a dozen 
other gates, but they were kept locked and 
guarded, being intended for the purpose of 
egress only. 

Alialong the paths and aisles there were 
strong guards of police and a steady procession 
was kept going. The amphitheateg was built 
on a lasting plan, high walis making it solid 
and enduring and holding up a truss roof so 
constructed thatitcan be removed in case of 
warm and dry weather, or used as a protection 
from cold and rain. The somewhat chilly 
weather of late led to the place being well 
roofed tonight. 

THE FIGHTING GROUND. 

Under square electric lights stood the ring. 

It is exactly twenty-four feet square on turf, 


and of river sand just loose enough to be 
springy. The ropes and stakes were padded, 


and it is altogether an ideal piace to fight. 


‘Four feet from thering is another inclosure 


with barbed wire instead of ropes. Between 
the two rings were chairs for the seconds, 
and a wire fence insured the pugilistic parties 
from outside interference. 

Besides, the gentle hint of ‘‘hands off’ con- 
veyed by the sharp wire fence was designated 
as a humane measure, preventing accidents to 
the principals from too close contact with the 
crowd, and making it impossible for the mob 
to shut off the air and heip if a pugilist 
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Placed. Itisan excellent point to see from, 
and does not interfere with the crowd behind. 

No wires are allowed into the grounds,so that 
the correspondents farealike. The same im- 
partiality is shown in the division of seats and 
club messengers will leave the stands at stated 
intervals, and club cabs carry all copy direct 
to the telegraph office. 

_ FITZSIMMONS MAKES HIS APPEARANCE. 

Fitzsimmons was the first of the contestants 
to reach the club. Fitzsimmons appeared in 
fine condition. His skin was clear, his eyes 
bright, and his good nature surprising, consid- 
sidering the occasion and his long training. 
Carroll and O’Connell, his trainers, kept giv- 
ing him hard rub-downs at intervals, so as to 
keep his weight from increasing, the big fel- 
low having very little to spare, especially 
under the conditions, insisted upon by Demp- 
sey that the weighing in at the ring be in fight- 
ing clothes. 

DEMPSEY’S ARRIVAL. 

Dempsey arrived later and bore his usual, 
of late, serious look, with an occasional knit- 
ting of the brows and a grim smile, avhich 
showed that he had made up his mind for des- 

perate work. He and Fitzsimmons are the 
same age, twenty-eight years. 

Dempsey was trained as fine as a race horse. 
His muscles are long, pliant, supple and well 
developed. His legs had all __ their 
Wonted strength, and he moved around 
as easily, gracefully and quickly as if no effort 
Was wasted 1n his going about. He weighed 
147 pounds the night pefore, and hedid very 
little work during the day so as topick upa 


few pounds by night. 

Although Dempsey looked portation for 
his inches, he was markedly overshad- 
owed by the ungainly, awkward-look- 
inpegiant, with swinging arms. 

16 men were weighed in the presence of 
the audience. 

Dempsey’s seconds were Jack McAuiliff, 
Gus Tuthill and Mike Conley, the Ithaca 

iant; while Jim Carroll and Dock O’Connell 
ooked after Fitzsimmons’s interest. 

TIME CALLED. 

Time was called promptly at 9:25 o'clock, 
with Alexander Brewster, one of the ablest 
and most respected citizens of New Orleans, 
as referee—ofiicial time keeper, Professor John 
Duffy. 

The master of ceremonies was ex-Mayor J. 
V. Guillette. The men came into the 
ring at 8:35 o’clock p. m., Fitzsimmons 
first and Dempsey a few minutes later. 

Dempsey offered to wager $1,000, which was 
accepted by Major Frank McLaughlin, director 
of the California Athletic Club, but the 
Olympic Club officials refused to let the bet go, 
and it was called off. 

THE FIRST ROUND.

A Destructive Fire in a Mississippi Town. 
Other Fires. 


MEMPRHIS, Tenn., January 14.—A dispatch to The - 
Appeal-Avalanche, received at 3 o’clock a. m., 
says the town of Grenada, Miss., is in flames. 
Large stores and warehouses have succumbed and 
others are imperiled, and about $100,000 worth of 
property, it is estimated, will be destroyed, as 
there are no fire companies in the city. 

THREE CONFLAGRATIONS IN NEW YORE. 


New YORK, January 14.—At 1:10 o’clock this 
morning, fire was discovered in E. M. Van Tas- 
sel’s grain elevator on North river. It burned s0 
fiercely before daylight, in spite of the work of a 
large force of firemen, that it was completely de- 
atroyed, only the walls being left standing. The 
loss is roughly estimated at $300,000. The cause 
of the fire is not known. At onetime it seemed as 
if nothing could prevent the flames spreading to 
a number of ajacent sheds, but by saturating 
them with water they were kept from taking fire. 
The burning building was seven stories, filled 
from roof to cellar with flour, grain and meal;

A second fire broke out shortly after that in 
Van Tassel’s elevator, in Morgan & Cornell's tin- 
ware manufactory, on the third floor of asix- 
story building at 193 and 194 West street, fronting 
on North riverand within sight of the first blaze.

lithographers, fourth, Their total loss is estimated 
at $75,000,

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THE OYSTER PRESERVES. 
North Carolina Will Fight, If ‘Necessary, 
Against Intruders. 

RALEIGH, N. C., January 14.—[Special.}—The 
legislature passed today unanimously a bill em- 
powering Governor Fowle to use the military or 
other force in protecting the state’s oyster inter- 
ests, and authorizing hiin to expend a sum not to 
exceed $15,000 for the purpose of putting a stop to 
the piracy. The bill prohibits the taking of oys- 
ters by any other means than ordinary tongs, 
and forbids all use of dredgesand drags. Ample 
authority is given for the arrest of offenders and 
the seizure of vesse:s engaged ‘in the depredations 
in the oyster beds. Members from all parts of the 
state are heartily in favor of prompt action, which 
will be taken.

Our beloved contemporary, The Augusta 
Chronicle, continues to regale its readers 
with elaborate arguments showing that the 
new schedule of the Georgia road, by which 
Tue Constitution is distributed in Au- 
gusta shortly after breakfast, is an unwise 
and a disadvantageous change. 

Its last argument is a clincher. 

With his accustomed shrewdness Editor

teally, our delightful contemporary is 
standing in its own light in kicking about 
‘Tite ConstTIruTIon’s early arrival in Au- 
gusta.

There is no just reason for taxing a poor 
man with $2,000 worth of real estate, and 
allowing a rich man to escape because his 
property is allin personality. Governor Hill, 
of New York, takes this view of it. He 
urges strict measures to secure the taxation 
of all forms of personal property as the best 
mode of preventing unequal and unjust tax- 
ation. 

The mayor of Boston is on a different line. 
In his inaugural he proposes that the city 
shall dispeuse with such taxes, and the point 
is made that it is so hard to execute the law

Its owner can just as well afford to 
pay taxesas the owner of a humble cot- 
tage, and he is under the same obligation to 
bear his due proportion of public burdens. 
Let us have honest taxes.

Railroad Bonds vs. Railroad Stocks. 

The New York Sun devotes a whole page 
of figures to proving that the railroads pay 
more and more money to bondholders and 
less and less to stockholders. What would 
The Sun be at ? Does it not know that in 
avast number of cases railroad stock is a 
myth and the bond represents all the invest- 
ment? Why then should it clamor for 
dividends on the stock ? It would be more 
to the point to show that in such cases the 
bondholders, the real investors, are the men 
who ought to control the railroads. ‘This 
The Sun hints at, but it does not seem to 
get a grip on the subject, somehow. 

Roads, nowadays, are built largely by con- 
struction companies, who take the pay for 
their work in bonds and take a chance at 
profits in the stock. What the public would 
like to know is why so much stock repre- 
senting no investment at all is permitted to 
geton the market. There is a chance for 
reform. Thisisan age of fictitious stocks 
in all kinds of enterprises; and in many 
kinds the fiction is more misleading ‘than in 
railroads, Take, for example, a town com- 
pany which invests $50,000 and capitalizes 
at $500,000. It is against public policy to 
exaggerate the amount of an investment, but 
the whole machinery of stock-jobbing seeins 
to be set to accommodate that sort of thing. 
Asa model for The Sun’s contemplation 
we suggest the Georgia railroad, the capital 
stock of which is a bona fide investment, 
which brings 200 in the market and pays 11 
per cent perannum. In forty-five years of 
operation it has never killed a passenger, 
and has never been mortgaged. 

The Sun seeks to protect the old roads 
against new ones. This is reversing. the 
natural order. The old ones generally 
swallow the new, as big fish devour little 
ones. But the most important objection to 
a restriction on railroad-building is that it 
would check the development of the country. 
In this, as in other things, itis safest to let 
the laws of demand and supply regulate busi- 
ness, Any interference with this funda- 
mental law of economy will make trouble. 

Of course, this is not a note of discourage- 
ment to any effort to secure honest manage- 
ment of railroads and protection against the 
railroad wreckers, of whose dangerous 
license The Sun has so often justly com- 
plained. Waste like that makes transpor- 
tation +hazardous, and, therefore, more ex- 
pensive to the people, as well as to the 
roads. Toa crusade for this purpose every 
honest man says, God speed. 


A Tempting Opportunity. 

Secretary Blaine’ has been posing long 
enough before the ¢ountry as the advocate 
of a vigorous foreign policy. 

Instead of making faces at the British 
lion, Why not hunt smaller game—some- 
thing that we can handle? 

Just at present there is a very tempting 
opportunity, 

It appears that the Spaniards have been 
destroying the property of American mis- 
sionaries in the Caroline islands. A demand 
will be made upon Spain for indemnity. 
Now is the time for Blaine, or for the ad- 
ministration, to strike. It would not be 
without precedent if our government should 
go ahead and seize Cuba. This would be 
fixing the amount of our indemnity and col- 
lecting it. Of course we could pay Spain 
something, or assume Cuba’s debts—any- 
thing to make it look wellin the eyes of the 
world. 

But there are difficulties in the way. 
Harrison cannot afford to let Blaine have 
such a feather in his cap, It would be 
strengthening his presfdential chances. 
Norcan Blaine afford to run the risk of 
having Harrison take charge of the whole 
business and carry off the honors. 

Soit stands. And yet toa man witha 
Napoleonic bias the outlook is very at- 
tractive. Itis apart of our programme to 
gobble up Cuba sometime, and why not 
now when we have a decent pretext for it? 

Possibly this dream will materialize. In 
that event it will be interesting to speculate 
upon Cuban reconstruction under military 
rule, Lodge bills, a bayonet behind every 
ballot, and myriads of carpet-baggers from 
the Piscataqua to the Potomac, looting 
everything on the island; from church : to 
cabin, from a bank to ‘a baby whistle. The 
scheme bristles with suggestions. 


The Weather. 

The readers of THE CONSTITUTION have 
no doubt been interested in™the pointed 
weather notes which Mr. Duffey, of ‘the 
signal service, bas been giving Tux ConstTI- 
TUTION. ‘The weather maps for Tuesday 
and Wednesday were studies of unusual in- 
terest for those who like to look into the 
motions of storms. Tuesday’s map pre- 
sented fine examples of the two great atmos- 
pheric movements which are constantly 
chasing each other across the continent. In 
the north was a very deeply defined low area 
with a barometer of only twenty-nine and a 
half inches in the center. The circulatory 
motions of the winds about the storm area 
varied in speed with the distance from the 
center, presenting a comparison similar to 
that in the different velocities with which 
the hub and the tire of a buggy wheel re- 
volve. Nearthe center of the storm the 
wind blew only six miles an hour, while at 
the perimeter, so to speak, it blew thirty-two 
miles.

One of Our Boys ~* 

The directors of The Athens Banner 
have made a wise selection in their new 
managing editor, Mr. Remsen Crawford 
having been unanimously elected to the 
position made vacant by the resignation of 
Mr. Gantt. 

This election brings to the front one of 
the brightest and most capable young men 
of the Georgia press, It seems peculiarly 
appropriate that Mr. Crawford should be 
placed at the head of The Banner. It was 
upon that paper be obtained his early train- 
ing. About six months ago he resigned his 
position upon The Banner to become one of 
THE ConsTITUTION’s bright young men. 
He soon became recognized as one of the 
brighest of the bright, and his elevation 
to the responsible position of editor of the 
leading paper of northeast Georgia is a de- 
served compliment to that ability which no 
one recognizes more fully than his fellow- 
workers on THE CONSTITUTION.

The retirement of Mr. Gantt from The 
Banner editorship removes from active 
newspaper work a man who has been one of 
the most prominent figures in Georgia 
journalism. Our dispatches do not indicate 
Mr. Gantt’s intentions, but it is probable he 
will devote his time to his many interests in 
Athens. 


Is Itan Affront ? 

The action of the British government in 
making a case before our federal supreme 
court, with a view to settling the vexed 
Behring sea question, has undoubtedly stag- 
gered Secretary Blaine. 

In some quarters the opinion ‘is ex- 
pressed that this proceeding is in 
the nature of an affront to the United 
States government, as it appears to be an 
attempt to head off pending diplomatic ne- 
gotiations by appealing to the courts for an 
immediate decision. 

It may be an affront, but what can our 
state department do about it? The owner 
of a sealing vessel seized by federal authority 
chooses to stand upon his legal rights in our 
highest judicial tribunal, and his govern- 
ment approves his course, 

If the decision of the court is adverse to 
the position held by the secretary of state, 
then so much the worse for that official. 
There is a growing impression that Secretary 
Blaine has blundered all the way through 
this controversy, and if the supreme court 
holds that the Behring sea is not a closed sea, 
absolutely under our jurisdiction, such a de- 
cision will, In all probability, end the discus- 
sion. It would be entirely out of order for 
the administration to ignore the court, and 
insist upon the claim which for the past 
four years has threatened to strain the rela- 
tions existing between this country and Eng- 
land. <A settlement, one way or the other, is 
what is wanted, 

Why Not? 

The New York World, discussing the sil- 
ver question, remarks that there could be no 
possible objection to free coinage anywhere 
if the prescribed amount of bullion in a 
dollar were actually worth a dollar. — 

This brushes away so many difficulties 
that we are inclined to inquire of The World 
why it is that the very fact of free coinage 
will not make the prescribed amount of 
bullion in a dollar wortha dollar? As our 
esteemed contemporary has a very direct 
way of discussing matters, we trust it will 
give us some light on this matter without 
in- 
trinsic vajue. Thereis no more intrinsic 
value in gold than there is in silver. The 
law of the United States is worth some- 
thing, the stamp of the government is 
worth something, and the disposition and 
desires of the people are worth a good deal 
more. Why is it that these things combined 
will not make the prescribed amount of 
bullion in a,dollar actually worth a dollar?

This sort of thing 
should be left to the editors and newspaper 
men that dish out their views to suit Wall 
street. ;

“IT see,” said he yesterday, “that Savannah has 
decided to open night schools three nights in the 
week. Now, I think it is a shame that Atlanta 
has not donethis long ago. The Savannah teach- 
erse—nine of them—have volunteered their sery- 
ices, and at the start there are ninety-nine appli- 
cations for admission. 

“JT tell you what it is, those teachers who volun- 
teered their services to educate the poor of Sa- 
vannah deserve the highest praise for their noble 
spirit. 

“Just think of it this way: Here we teach our 
young girls who can afford to attend our 
schools not only the rudiments of a literary 
education, but all sorts of accomplishments 
besides. We teach them bookkeeping, stenog- 
raphy, singing, elocution and everything of that 
sort. Well, this is all right, but at the same time, 
is it right to lavish all this upon acilass that hap- 
pens to be able to take advantage of it, and not do 
anything at all for the poorer class who have to 
spend their days to earn their daily bread, and 
who conseque ntly cannot attend the day schools 

“No, sir; itis not just. We owe something to 
the rotour city, and if they cannot go to 
school in day time it is our duty to provide night 
schools for them. 

“There is many & young man and young woman 
in Atlanta today who w.uld eagerly grasp an op- 
portunity of attending a night school, This is 
the very class whichjit 1s our duty to help. I repeat 
it, it is a shame we have suffered the matter to lag 
as long as we have. 4

' Thatisthe terrible fate that befel Henryj, 
Stalsworth, a negro laborer, yesterday. 

Jt happened about 5 o’clock at the site of the 
old Van Winkle foundry, on Marietta street, 
which was burned to the ground several 
months ago. 

_ For a week or ten days past Stalsworth has 

- been cleaning off brick for Messrs Porter Bros. 
~~ & Black, who has the contract for clearing 

~. sway the debris of the burned buildings. 
' After the brick were cleaned they where 
- hauled toa place on Spring street, where 

Porter Bros. are erecting a building. 

The work has been going on for some time, 

and among the men who were cleaning away 

' the bricks, the existence of the old well was 

» | generally known. 

= The well, which is about sixty feet deep, 

~~ had become covered over with brick when the 

wails of the building fellat the time of the 

fire. This covering seemed so solid that it was 

thought the well was entirely filled up, and 

workmen and wagons even had frequently 
passed over the spot. 

Mr. Porter, however, says he has frequently 
warned the workmen to look out for the 
well. 

Yesterday Stalsworth began working fon the 
pile of bricks that covered the mouth of the 
well—contrary to the advice of Mr. Black, who 
was standing near by when the pile gave way 
and Stalsworth was hurled to the bottom of 
the pit. 

As soon as the opening was made the bricks 
began fallingin, andin a few moments the 
uifortunate man was completely buried in the 

. debris. 

The well had several feet of water in it, and 
the supposition is thatif he was not killed by 
the fall and the debris, the negro was drowned. 

As soon as possible a man was let down into 
the well, but Stalsworth was so far buried be- 
neath the debris, over which the water had 
risen, that he could not be gotten out. 

The coroner was notified of the accident. 
The body will probably not be got out before 
this morning. 

Stalsworth wasa married man. Soon after 
he fel) into the well his wife was notified. 

“Stalsworth was not working regularly in

THE PRINCIPAL OF 
SCHOOL PASSES AWAY. 


The School Will Be Closed—Death of an 
Atlanta Young Man in 
Austin. 


Professor R. E. Mitchell is dead. Afters 
few days’ illness of pneumonia he died at his 
residence, No. 153 Ivy street, at 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Professor Mitchell has been principal of the 
Ivy street school during the past year, and 
since his residence in this city has endeared 
himself to many warm friends. 

In his professional capacity no man stood 
higher in the estimation of the people of At 
lanta than he. During his illness the calls 
from the children of Ivy street school were 
constant, each and every one expressing ex- 
treme solicitude in regard to his condition. 

All that the most constant care and nursing 
could do was done for him, but the dread dis- 
ease had become so deep-seated as to bafile 
medical skill. 

His sad death will be a sore and serious loss 
to Atlanta, andasource of deepest grief to 
those who knew him well and loved and ad- 
mired him much, 

Professor R. E, Mitchell was born in Gwin- 
nett county, near Lawrenceville, about thirty- 
six years ago. 

After going through the schools of that 
place he went tothe University of Georgia, 
where he completed his education with honors. 

Retiring to Lawrenceville he took charge of 
the Lawrenceville seminary, in which posi- 
tion he distinguished himself as an educator. 

In 1878 he was elected to the Georgia legis- 
lature, with Judge Hutchins, and served his 
term with such satisfaction that he was re 
elected to the general assembly for a second 
term. 

After retiring from political life he was 
elected to the presidency of the Gainesville 
college. On April 16, 1887, he was wedded to 
Miss Katie Carter, daughter of Hon. 5S. N. 
Carter, of Dalton. 

Last year he was elected principal of Ivy 
street school, in this city, and removed to this 
city, where he spent the last months of his 
useful life, wmning golden opinions from the 
officials, the patrons and the teachers and 
children of the school. 

Professor Mitchell wasason of Dr, T. K. 
Mitchell, one of the most prominent physi- 
cians of Lawrenceville. 

His brother, Dr. Augustus Mitchell, who 
died at Flowery Branch last year, was also @ 
prominent physician. 

Professor Mitchell leaves a wife who, as 
above stated, is a daughter of Colonel 8. N. 
Carter, a neice of Senator A. H. Carter, and a 
sister of Mr. Colquitt Carter, of this city. Sho 
has one little boy, two and one-half years of 
age. 

Besides these Professor Mitchell was related 
to other prominent people in the state, and 
leaves many reiatives in the city. 

He was a consistent member of the Metho- 
dist church, and his daily walk and conversa- 
tion was that of a pure and noble-hearied 
Christian gentleman. 

The funeral exercises will occur tomor- 
row.

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SUIT DISMISSED—MAJOR BR. E. SIB- 
LEY DEFEATED 


And Thrown Out of Court—The Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Association, of New 
Yerk, Once More Triumphant. 


The suit of Major R.E. Sibley, against the 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association, for 
a breach of contract, was this morning dismissed 
by the Hon. Howard Van Epps, without the same 
being permitted to be presenteil to the jury. It 
seems that upon June 14, 1888, Major R. E. Sibley 
appeared at the office of the Mutual Reserve Fund 
Lite Association, of New York, soliciting a con- 
tract from it for the general agency of the state of 
Georgia; representing to that company that he 
could obtain for the association avery large line 
of business and guaranteeing to secure at least 
$50,000 of new business each and every month, 
commencing with the month of August, 1888; he 
further agreeing that in consideration of a con- 
tract being given to him, andin consideration of 
certain cash advances to be made by the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Liie Association, that he would de- 
vote his entire and exclusive time tw the interest 
of said association and tender to it all risk for 
life insurance obtained by him or through his 
agency. 

Relying upon these representations the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life ,sgociation made a contract 
with Mr, Sibley for ten years, but said contract 
specified that its continuance was dependent upon 
said Sibley securing the said $50,000 of new busi- 
ness monthiy and the further condition that he 
would devote his entire time to its service. Upon 
the contract being signed by the officers of the 
company and Mr. Sibley, a cash advance of a large 
sum of money was obtained by Mr. Sibley upon 
Said Contract from said association. Mr. Sibley 
then left the New York office of the Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Life Associaiion to return to Georgia 
forthe purpose of entering upon his duties as 
rovided for in said contract, he having visited 
New York at the — of the compay, 
having drawn $100 for said expense be- 
fore leaving Atlanta. In lace of his 
returnin to Georgia it thereafter ap- 
peared that he proceeded to Hartford, Coun., 
where, five days later, he signed a contract with 
the Hartford Lito Annuity and Insurance Com- 
pany, agreeing to give to that company his entire 
time and guaranteeing to secure for the said 
Hartford Lite Annuity Company not less than 
$20,000 of new business each and every month, and 
before leaving Hartford he secured frum the 
Hartford Life Annuity $1,050 incash. Mr. Sibley, 
with the two contracts in his pockets agreeing to 
devote toeach of the said companies his entire 
time and thereby having control of the state of 
Georgia, asa general agent, returned to Atlanta 
and soon thereafter it appears as though he pro- 
ceeded to establishthe firm of Sibley & Co., in 
the grain produce and commission ‘business at 
No. 17 Forsyth street. The building occupied by 
Sibley & Co., in the produce and commission busi- 
ness covered forty feet frontage by 200 feet deep. 
Thus, R. E. Sibley, while under contract with two 
life insurance companies to devote’ his entire 
time to each of said companies, had also estab- 
lished and was devoting his time and attention to 
the establishment and conducting of the grain 
and commission business of R. E. Sibley & Co. 
And at the same time it appears that he secured 
the furniture and pictures _ belong- 
ing to the Mutual Life Annuity* Company 
and transferred them to the building occupied by 
the produce firm. The Mutual Reserve Fund 
Life Association finding that R. E. Sibley was not 
devoting his time and attention to its business; 
was not obtaining for the firm the business he guar- 
anteed to secure, and believing that it had been 
imposed upon by Mr. Sibley, canceled the con- 
tract March 26, 1889, whereupon Mr. Sibley com- 
menced proceedtngs in the city court of Atlanta 
against the said association for damages to theex- 
tent of about $30,000 alleged to have been sustained 
by reason of the cancellation. Counselor F. A. 
Burnham, of New York, directed the case as the 
immediate representative of the association. Mr. 
Hugh Gordon and Colonel J. B. Lumpkin had 
immediate warped ofthe casein court. After the 
case had been ably represented by Colonel Lump- 
kin upon demurrer, his honor, Judge Van Epps 
dismissed the case upon the ground that no cause 
of action whatever against the association had 
been shown. Inasmuch as Mr. Sibley obtained 
money from the Mutual Reserve Fund Life 
Association as an advance wnder said contract in 
the city of New York, Coun-elor Burnham is now 
anxiously on the lookout for Mr. Sibitey’s arrival 
in that city where further proceedings will be 
bad in the matter. *
